TRADE MARKS IN HONGKONG. 
THE REGISTRATION QUESTION, 

The following eorrespondenceia published 
in the transactions of the Hongkong General 
Chamber of Commerce Committee :— 

Hongkong, 20th August, 1897, 
The Secretary of the Chambor of Commerce, 

Dear Sir,~—From the reports of the last 
meeting of your couimittee we notice that, 
in answering ‘Messrs. Marsland, Son & 
Ca,’s complaints, re infringement of one of 
their trade marks, forwarded through the 
Seeretary of Stato forthe Colonies, you 
informed them that a registration of trade 
marke is already in existence in this colony, 
‘and that their complaints were tuo vague 
to go further into the mutter. .., : 

As local agents of Messrs, Maraland, 
Son & Co, will you permit us to bring all 
the facts of the caso before you, aud wo 
HARES dG RS, tas You wil give. the 

In November, T806, “we. hac occasion to 
send-an order for several hundred enses of 
¢ ttou thread to Messra-Marsland, 8on & 
Co., asking them to use one of our own 
trade marks. This they refused to do on 
tho ground that ‘thoir horse-shoe label was 
well known anywhere and they could not 
send their gooda cut under a now lubel, 
Being assured that the horseshoe Jabel 
was their own undisputed property, wo 
consented to the change and the order was 
oousequently filled, Just after the artival 
of the first lot, 2 local fitm applied to 
H.E. the Governor for registritive of the 
identical twdo mark"in thelr own name, 
to which applicutiun we of contye _pro- 
tested through our solicitor, on behalf of 
our friends Messrs, Marsland, Son & Co, 
After considerable correspondence and 
Tegal searches it was vone'usively proved 
that Messrs Marsland, Son & Co. were the 
rocognised proprietors «f the said label, not 
only in England, where it has beon rogi:ters 
ed in their name since 1883 and renewed 
in 1889, but also in Belgium, since 1888, 
the country where our neighbours revelved 
their goods from, se that an’ infringement 
was clearly proved. Our neighbours then 
withdrew thoir application and finally H.E. 
the Governor and the Executive Council 
sanetioned the rogistration of the ' horse. 
shoe’ Iabelin tho nama of Messra Mara 
land, Son & Co. 

In fairness to our neighbours we ought: 
to mention that they were not aware of the 
infringement, tho horac-shoe label having 
been offered to them by their Belgium 
Agents, All these preveedinjss naturally 
coused a gront deal of annoyance and ex- 
-pense to Mesara Marsiand, Sin and Co., 
who then applied for the asvistuwce of the 
Secretary of State fur the Colonics, with 
the result known to you, 

Apart from the personal matter our 
friends in their lotter to tho Sccrctary of 
State touch upon a subject of general ine 
terest, and that is, whether registration of 
trade marks in‘England js absolutely of no 
consequence in this colony, and if this be 
the case, we lake it that any one mght 
apply“horv forrregistration. of well-known 

ple trade marks which have not yet 
been registered here, thus causing consider- 
able damage to the original proprietors of 
the said labels in England sod exclude 
them from doing any future business here 
under their own labels. In gommon with 
Messrs. Mars}ind, Soo and Co. we con- 
sidered this A }uestion of vital importanve 
and wel the attention of your Com- 
mitiee, As far as we can ascortain, tho 
present: system of registoring trade marks 
makes no provision for such .A case. nor 
does it seem that there is any legislation 
on the subject, : 

We should consider it a particular favour 
if you will cause anvthir letter tobe written

THE FUTURE OF FORMOSA, 
THE ALOMTION OF TRE JAPANESE 
COLONIAL DEPARTMENT. 

Now that the Cubinet has decided to 
abolish the Department of Colonization the 
first question that presents itself to our 
mind, says the Aefounia, is, ow shall we 
deal with Formusa7 As we have asserted 
time and again, the Formosan Adininistra- 
tion must adopt the principle of self-go- 
yernment, amplify the powors and respon- 
sibilities of the Governor-Genoral, snd 
make-him free to act. Do not repeat the 
folly of having Ordinances emanate from 
two different sources. Aa for Hokkaido, 
the supervision of its government will again 
be entrusted to tho Départment of the 
Interior. Ono point to he noted in the 
administration of Hukkaido' is that {t is 


already receiving a ycarlysimmigration of © 


from four to five thousand persons. It is 
being steadily cultivated and ¥ettled and in 
harbour works and railroad eonstraction it 
is not yery much behind. “What it now 
needs to have attended to is itd roads and 
irrigation. As for the form of government
